standing room on the floor 
of 
the 


Senate ,-,vas crowded iby members of 
the House and employes of the Sen- 
ate. 
.Seldom has there been a pro- 


ceeding affecting the standing of a 
sp.natoi- .' that 
has 
attracted £uch 


marked attention. 


There have been numerous speech- 


es made 
for and 
against 
Senator 


Smoot since the resolution to unseat 
him was reported from the coiumlt- 
lee on .privileges and elections just 
r.rior to the adjournment of Congress 
last year.

con and Burrows, the latter chairman 
of

tion, which declared that Mr. Smoot 
Is not entitled to his seat. 
Senator 


Carmaclc then offered as a substitute 
for the amended committee resolu- 
tion a simple 
resolution 
declaring 


that Senator S-mooL should bo "ex- 
polled.". The effect of this would be 
f(> displace the committee resolution 
If adopted and it was defeated. Then 
caine the vote on the committeo reso- 
lution, as amended, ,\vhich was as fol- 
lows: 


"Resolved, Two-thirds of the sena- 


tors present concurring herein that 
Reed Smoot Is not entitled, to a seat 
r-.s a senator in the United States of 
tho state of, Utah." 


Although it was a foregone conclu- 


sion that the resolution would 
fail 


nnd thus end the long fight against 
the Utah senator, the roll call con- 
tained some surprises. 
Of the forty- 


two votes in favor of 
Mr. 
Smoot, 


three were cast 'by Democrats. They 
were Messrs. Blackburn, Clark of 
Montana and Daniel. Senator Toller 
was paired In favor of Mr. 
Smoot. 


Of the twenty-eight votes against Mr. 
Smoot were nine Republicans. Thoy 
were Messrs. Burrows, Clapp,

pont. Hale, Hansbrough, Ilemenway, 
KIttrcdgo, La Follotto and Smith.

.If Poor the Burning of the Tobacco 


Is Imperfect. 


What Is the difference between ' a 


good and a bad pipe? One would think 
that smokers in general would know, 
but this is rarely: the case, If we may 
believe Chauacey Thomas, who writes 
on the subject in The Technical World 
Magazine. Not one smoker in a thou- 
sand, 01- perhaps, In ten thousand, Mr. 
Thomas asserts, knows .the elements 
of a good pipe. Attention is paid to 
the material, which has. little, if any- 
thing, to do with the qualities of a 
pipe; and practically nothing whatever 
is thought of. ';shape and proportion, 
the two things;;that. make .a pipe good 
or bad. Says 
Thomas: 
"I have 


known an engineer to talk by the hour 


ent material from the bowl, • prerent 
the .loss of heat.

, "By a 'cool' pipe, one means-a 'dry 
pipe';, and this al! depends on the 
stem;-not on the bowl. A''cool' pipe 
or a 'hot' pipe has little to do with the 
actual heat of the smoke coming from 
the •stem into-the mouth, but almos 
everything to do with the chemica 
qualities of the smoke." Any tobacco 
srnojied at different temperatures pro 
duces different chemical results, and 
the tastes of these are falsely laid to 
the material of the pipe instead of to 
Its construction. 
* 


"A poor pipe—no matter If it cos 


$50 and was given to you by your besi 
beloved—is shown in Fig. 2. The draft 
Is everywhere uneven, and over half o: 
the pipe, except on the very surface 
there is no burning of the tobacco al 
all. This is not only waste, but—which 
is worse—spoils all the tobacco In the 
bowl. Not only is the tobacco burned 
badly, but a zone along the Hue of 
consumption is merely charred and 
smolders; besides this, the unburned 
but highly heated tobacco out of tie 
line of draft Is more or less distilled, 
the flavors from which mingle with 
those from the charred portion' and

is shown in section in Fig. 1. 
The 


bowl Is as narrow and deep as is con- 
venient; the'hole In the stem meets 
the bowl at the very bottom and in 
the center, thus Insuring, a perfect 
and even draft, hence a complete and 
even burning of. the tobacco. 
The 


'cake' prevents the fire from burning 
the bowl, and thus prevents making 
its bore larger or uneven, which would 
in proportion spoil the draft. 
The 


sides of the howl are thick, to keep 
In' the heat, thus making the burning 


same temperature at the edges 


'e tobacco as in the center, and, 


when the pipe is not puffed, prevent- 
ing undue .cooling. 
Needless to say, 


tobacco should be consumed at an 
even temperature; to vary It from high 
to low for any cause ruins the flavor 
of the best kinds of the weed.

commonly known that a 'cake' adds to. 
the good smoking qualities of a pipe. 
This is due to. two causes: the cake, 
being mineral, stays hot when the pipe

"All fancy types of pipes are apt to 


be no good whatever. 
The plain bow 


and stem, as in Fig. 1, are the best 
All contrivances to 'catch' or to 'ab 
sorb' the 'nlcotin' only drive a man to 
cigars or out of the house. The reason 
of this Is. that the liquid wastes from 
a pipe are mostly tar, and, if held in 
the pipe In out-of-the-way 'health*' cor- 
ners, decay and become a horror to 
the smoker. Iu the plain pipe, all this 
waste matter must be—and easily is— 
cleaned out either after or before each 
smoke, or there can be no smoke enti- 
tled to the name."
